available funds will permit us 
to do’’ to save the College of 
William & Mary’s Marshall- 
W’ythe School of Law, which 
Thomas Jefferson helped found 
in 1779. 
This summer a representa­

of 
the 
American 
Bar 
Association said the school had 
“the most inadequate physical 
plant of any ABA-approved law 
school in the country." 
He said the school could lose 
its accreditation if nothing is 
done to improve the library and 
provide more space for stu­ 
dents. 
The General Assembly appro­ 
priated planning funds for a 
new $5.6 million library and 
building in 1974, but failed to 
follow up with building funds in 
1975.

A WEEKLY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN

All of us are familiar with the 
great seal of the United States 
It was designed by John Adams 
Benjamin Franklin and Thomas 
Jefferson. The only argument 
the 
s e a l’s 
originators 
had 
concerned which bird would 
a d orn 
the 
seal. 
Benjam in 
Franklin held out for the wild 
turkey while Jefferson wanted 
the bald eagle. Jefferson won 
and 
the 
great 
winged 
bird 
adorns all images of the nation's 
official seal. 
It 
wasn't long before the 
states in the infant nation was 
well as its new territories were 
devising and using seals of their 
own. Seals originally w ere 
devices of nobles in renaisanct 
days. They sealed their letters 
to ensure privacy and only the 
perso n 
receiving 
a 
c o m ­ 
munication was privileged to 
break the seal, 
Indiana’s territorial governor 
William Henry Harrison was 
using his own version of a seal 
for official purposes in 1801. 
Whenever he had to certify a 
d o cu m en t or com m ission a 
territorial officer he imprinted 
his 
seal 
of 
office 
on 
the 
documents needed to carry out 
his orders. Harrison’s seal in­ 
cluded the basic elements which 
are 
in 
Indiana’s state 
seal 
today. The hardy frontiersman 
with his axe was there as well as 
a 
buffalo heading for some 
distant place 
The idea of a 
buffalo running through Indiana 
in 1801 was archaic. The buffalo 
had long since left the area 
T ow ard 
the 
end 
of 
the 
eighteenth century a long cold 
winter caused the huge beasts to 
starve to death. Those that 
survived went further west 
When 
Indiana 
achieved 
statehood 
in 
1816 the state 
legislature 
created the 
first 
state seal. They set forth a 
simple description of the seal. It 
should contain “a forest and a 
woodsman felling a tree, 
a 
buffalo leaving the forest and 
fleeing through the plain to a 
distant forest and the sun set­ 
ting in the west, with the word 
‘Indiana’.” 
That simple description of the 
new state's seal was to cause 
trouble for one hundred forty 


seven years. During the years 
all sorts of variations of the 
original 
seal 
appeared. 
The 
number of buffalo increased. 
Some seals showed as many as 
four of the animals. Some of the 
animals 
would 
have curved 
tails, some flapping. Some of the 
b e a sts w ere pictured thin, 
others fat. Some seals showed 
the 
scene 
with 
hills, 
some 
without. 
Sometimes 
the 
sun 
would be setting sun, other 
times it would be a rising sun. At 
times the frontiersman wears a 
hat, at other times he is hatless. 
A 
copy 
of 
the 
Rushville 
Republican issued about 1900 
show ed 
the 
fro n tiersm an 
wearing a hat showing him to be 
a m em ber of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. In some seals the 
woodsman is pictured as if he 
was serious about felling a tree. 
Other seals showed the pioneer 
holding the axe in such a way 
that if he swung it he would 
break his knuckles. 
T he 
s t a te ’s 
second 
co n ­ 
stitution ratified in 1851 did 
nothing 
to 
c le a r 
up 
the 
multitude of seal variations. It 
did however define the purpose 
of the state seal. The con­ 
stitution declared 
‘that there 
shall be a Seal of State, kept by 
the Governor for official pur­ 
poses.” 
Down 
through 
the 
y ears 
authors, artists and newspapers 
chided 
the 
m any 
G eneral 
Assemblies to do something 
about the different kinds of seals 
abounding throughout the state. 
Pressure was brought upon the 
General Assembly of 1895 to act 
on the problem of the state seal. 
For one reason or another that 
legislature took no action It was 
to be another sixty eight years 
before the General Assembly 
sitting in 1963 took action to 
clear up the matter. 
T hat 
G eneral 
A ssem bly 
defined anew the make up of the 
state seal The description was 
no simple one It was long and 
detailed and rather technical. 
But it provided one uniform seal 
for the State of Indiana. 
The seal as described by the 
law makers was to contain "A 
perfect circle. . .enclosed by a 
plain line. Another circle within 


the first.. .enclosed by a beaded 
line, leaving a four inch margin 
In the top half of this margin are 
the words ‘Seal of the State of 
Indiana ’ ” 
“ At the bottom center “ 1816” 
flanked on either side by a 
diamond, with two dots and a 
leaf of the tulip tree at both sides 
of the diamond. The inner circle 
has 
two 
trees 
in 
the 
left 
background, three hills in the 
center background with . a full 
sun setting in the center. 
, 
.between the first and second 
hills from the left.” 
“There 
are 
fourteen 
rays 
from the sun . There are two 
sycamore trees on the right, the 
larger one being nearer the 
center and having a notch cut 
nearly half way through on the 
left side a short distance above 
the ground.” 
“The woodsman is wearing a 
hat and holding his axe nearly 
perpendicular to his right. The 
axe blade is turned away from 
him and is even with his hat.”

front. His tail is up, front feet on 
the ground with back feet in the 
air as he jumps over a log. 
“The ground has shoots of 
blue grass in the area of the 
buffalo and the woodsman.”

RAILROADS ARE VITAL 


In these days of railroads going broke and closing 
down all over the country, many towns in the state of 
Indiana are gradually being left without this kind of 
freight service. Rushville, once a bustling railroad 
center, appears on the way to becoming left with one 
and possibly two lines. 


The Chessie system, intersecting the city of Rush­ 
ville along 4th Street, is the last east-west link for 
heavy freight commerce for the city. The Norfolk and 
Western still operates north out of Rushville. The 
Nickel Plate rails south of the city are closed. The 
northwest line to Carthage has been closed for 
several years. The Penn Central, southwest to 
Shelbyville, seems on its last legs. 


There is even some concern in cities and towns 
serviced by the east-west Chessie line that this one 
may be ticketed for abandonment. There have been 
meetings of chambers of commerce along the line, 
with a determination to fight any such abandonment, 
if and when it is proposed. 


We do not believe there is any liklihood of this road 
being closed, and feel the apprehension stems from a 
misunderstanding in regard to a United States 
Railway Association report. 


In this report, several railroad lines were men­ 
tioned as receiving certain types of funding, some 
were listed in AmTrak, some were recommended for 
abandonment, and some were recommended as not 
needing funding. 


In reading this report, it was easy to presuppose 
that any line not recommended for supplemental 
funding would be up for abandonment. However, this 
line hauls a substantial quantity of freight, and was 
included in an extensive and expensive amount of 
track rebuilding only a couple of years ago. 


However, it is good to know that chambers of 
commerce have their eyes open and are concerned 
with the heavy loss to the respective communities in 
event of this line closing down. It is also good to 
known that action is well under way to block any such 
proposal, if it should come to pass. 


This rail line is one of the very few east-west lines in 
this part of the state, and is certainly a vital link for 
shipping in and out of many towns along the route. It 
is most important to commerce that this line be 
retained.

WOMEN AND SOCIETY 


Society penalizes a woman for playing the very role 
it supposedly reveres—that of a homemaker and 
mother. Tish Sommers, San Francisco, told a Ball 
I State University audience Wednesday, September 24.

Mrs. Sommers, the founder of Jobs for Older 
I Women and national co-ordinator of the task force on 
; the older woman for the National Organization for 
• Women, spoke at the first in a series of women’s 
conferences which will be held in 1975-76. 


“The mature woman who begins job hunting after 
20-30 years as a homemaker,” said Mrs. Sommers, 
“has many obstacles in her path. Her skills may be 
f rusty, she has no recent job experience, and some 
employers want decorative women in occupations 
such as receptionists and stewardesses. Others are 
hoping there are so many older women looking for 
jobs that they form a cheap labor pool.” 


She warned homemakers that they may be closer to 
looking for a job than they think because there are 
four times as many widows as widowers. “A widow,” 
she said, “loses both her husband and part of her 
identity. Many find themselves too young for social 
security and too old to get a job.” 


Mrs. Sommers said the answer does not lie in trying 
to pretend aging does not take place or in fighting 
changes. She urged women to organize and try to 
develop protections for older women. 


She said an Alliance for Displaced Homemakers 
was instrumental in getting a bill passed in California 
which will set up a model center. Once the bill is 
signed by the governor, training, stipends, counseling 
and other services will be available to the older 
woman.

Sommers 
believes 
Social 
Security 
discriminates against women in many ways. She said 
benefits are based on earning rates and females are 
4 generally on the lower end of the scale, motherhood is 
penalized by the method of averaging earnings, no 
Social Security credit is given for unpaid work in the 
home, divorced women may not collect a wife’s 
benefits unless they were married 20 years and then 
not until their husband retires—even if they are older 
than the husband, and women who cannot find a job 
have to opt for early retirement (62) and take smaller 
payments. 


Mrs. Sommers also believes the tax falls the 
heaviest on the low paid—frequently women. 


She urged women to face aging as part of the scene 
’ but to fight the youth, fetish (the belie! that a woman 
s*has lost value after a certain age). She favors 
... development of “support” groups among young 
I women who want the future to be better for them.

You can't generate en­ 
ergy without affecting the 
environment in som e way. 
But it is possible to affect 
it for the better. This is 
what one innovative public 
utility is trying to accom ­ 
plish when it builds new 
power plants. 
Scientists at the Newark, 
New Jersey-based u tility , 
Public Service Electric and 
Gas Company (PSE&G) de­ 
cided to do an unusual thing 
in 
the 
name of creating 
more electricity—take two 
nuclear 
generating 
plants 
2.8 miles out to sea. Plants 
of this sort need lots of cool 
water to operate, and a state 
like 
New 
Jersey has few 
large rivers. So the ocean, 
11 miles northeast of A t­ 
lantic City, seemed the ideal 
solution. But before embark­ 
ing on this endeavor, en­ 
vironmental scientists were 
callet! in to make sure con­ 
ditions would remain safe. 
Their greater hope, however, 
was that conditions would 
be beneficial to life around 
the proposed plants. 
The Atlantic Generating 
Station would be the first 
of its kind in the world a 
floating generating station 
displacing 150,000 tons o f 


w ater-equivalent to a large 
ocean-going vessel — using 
the sea water to cool the 
condensers of two identical 
nuclear-powered plants. But 
what happens to marine life 
when you draw about two 
million gallons of watar a 
minute into the two plants, 
heat it about 17 degrees and 
expel it back into the sea? 
Ocean 
waters are 
tiny 
jungles o f life, and utilities 
have 
learned 
that use of 
waters as cooling agents can 
change that life. Scientists 
start by studying tiny plant 
and animal organisms that 
ate the first links in a food 
chain which leads through 
invertebrates such as worms 
and shellfish to larger fish, 
sea birds and animals—and 
ultim ately to people. 


Marine biologists study­ 
ing the life around the plant 
site have also worked close­ 
ly with the utility’s design 
engineers to safeguard tran­ 
sient fish, attracted by the 
warm outflow , from falling 
victim to intake screens.The 
intakes will be screened and 
the flow o f waters slowed. 


But it is the breakwater 
which surrounds the plant 
that will have a massive— 


and 
ber.eficial-^effect 
on 
marine life. On a relatively 
sterile plain of sand 42 feet 
under the Atlantic, PSE&G, 
the third largest electric and 
gas 
utility in the nation, 
plans to drop five million 
tons of material to form 
a breakwater over a 100- 
acre area, including 18,000 
dolosse, reinforced concrete 
weighing 40 tons each. The 
dolosse are shaped like giant 
versions of the jacks one 
sees in a children’s game, 
designed to dissipate wave 
action. They will serve, as 
well, as a breeding ground 
for fish—as breakwaters o f 
all types have, historically— 
and 
young lobsters, 
easy 
game for predators in open 
water, would nestle there in 
tens o f thousands. 
The chief consulting bio­ 
logist says the com bination 
o f warmed water and break­ 
water will provide homes 
for "more fish and shellfish 
than in any other square 
mile in the Atlantic Ocean." 
In short, the end result 
o f c o m b in in g m arin e re­ 
search 
and 
power 
plant 
planning will be a produc­ 
tive island that can add to

Most of us are familiar with the 
tales of the supernatural, ghosts 
and the dead returning to haunt 
the living. 
Yet like all tales of death, 
ghosts and the return to the 
living there is a kernel of truth 
tn the idea that the dead do live 
in beyond the grave. From the 
dawn of creation every culture 
nas had its idea of life after 
death. The Egyptians were so 
convicedthat the dead lived on 
that they buired food, beer, 
money and occasionally a living 
spouse with their deceased. In 
one African culture when a 
husband dies his widow goes to a 
set of drums and beats them 
constantly until another man 
comes along and marries her. 
The tribe’s belief is that the 
dead husband speaks through 
the drums directing a 
new 
husband to his former mate. 
Today modern science has 
almost convinced us that there 
is nothing beyond the grave. Yet 
deep down in our hearts is the 
belief that somehow we shall 
survive the hole in the ground, 
the crypt or the crematory. 
It is at this point that the 
Christian faith speaks to our 
deepest need to be immortal.
